Nov. 29.—Nine dead, 
engineering crew of the 
boat, is the terrible result of the wreck 
of the steamer Mataafa at the first 
mouth of the Duluth ship canal, yester- 
day afternoon. From the time of dar- 
rival of the life-saving crew, at 5 o'clock, 
desperate efforis were made to get : 
line to the boat, but without avail. 

In the presence of thousands of people 
who Watched the scene breathlessly, the 
line was fired over the ship from the 
cannon three times. Once it caught, 
and those on the forward end of the 
boat, where it landed, began to haul it 
in, but the rocks on the bottom cut it in 
two. At midnight, the officials of the 
company owning the boat advised the 
crew to give up until daylight, saying 
that the men of the forward part were 
safe enough until morning and on the 
stern end not a sign of life had been de- 
tected since shortly after dark. 

Fifteen Are Rescued. 


When the storm died out somewhat, 
this morning, the life-saving crew was 
able to hit the boat and the work of 
bringing the crew ashore was begun at 
once. In the forward end of the boat 
all were safe, but in the stern none 
were saved, ali having succumbed to the 
cold and drowned. In the first boatload 


“seven men were brought to shore and 


later eight more. 

From these it was learned that not 
a sign had been heard by those for- 
ward from the rear,end since early in 
the evening, and the death of all 
there was certain. They gave their 
names as follows:

Huge bonfires built on the shore to 


cheer the sailors on the Steamer Ma- 
taafa afforded a beacon by which the 
big package -freighter, George Gould, 
from Buffalo and Erie, was able to 
safely pass the piers, last night. 

“To the people who built the fire on 
the shore I am deeply grateful,” said 
Captain @ottrell, of the Steamer 
Gould. “Had it not been for the fire 
which threw a brilliant light on the 
pier, I am satisfied we should have 
shared the fate of the Mataafa, for 
the sea was running terribly high..’ 

The large steel Steamer Edenborn 
is on the rocks at Split Rock. 

Two other big steamers were driven 
ashore by the ferrific storm. The Cres- 
cent City and the R. W. England were 
the boats wrecked. As soon as tele- 
graphic communication can be re-estab- 
lished, further details of their fate will 
be learned here. 

For 13 hours yesterday the velocity of 
the wind averaged 80 miies an hour and 
at times blew at the rate of 70. The 
steamer Mataafa is being slowly pound- 
ed to pieces; the Crescent City is a total 
wreck and the England was badly dam- 
aged, acording to meager reports,

“When the war broke out that pitted 
Poland against three European powers, 
he fitted out 1000 men and sent them 
to do battle for their country:

“Even the mountain women of Poland 
helped in the warfare, fierce did 
the struggle become. Count Wolkewitz 
was made a general, and fought until 
lack of ammunition made the Poles 
powerless. 

“He was seven feet in stature and 
of proportionate build. When the Poles 
were conquered, their estates were di- 
vided among the Russian nobles. Count 
General Wolkewitz, with his wife and 
son, went to Olendorf, Germany, where 
he was made a revenue collector. 

“The exiled Count was much loved by 
his fellow citizens because of his many 
acts of kindness. When he died crowds 
walked in his funeral procession. 

“His son, who was named William 
Friederich Wolkewitz, married lLouisa 
von Finke, sister of Gen. von Finke. He 
made his home in Olendorf, but spent 
some time in Warsaw, where his son, 
William Charles Wolkewitz. was born. 

‘He came to America in 1844, bringing 
his wife and son with him, They land- 
ed at New Orleans and came to St. 
Louis, where the family has since lived. 

‘The exile’s son entered business and 
was successful at first, but much of his 
money was lost by insecure loans on 
property in Minnesota. 

“His son, William Charles Wolkewitz, 
now 72 vears of age, was also success- 
ful: in business, and like nis father, 
his gains were lost by another. A busi- 
ness partner caused the loss of $400,000 
and then shot himself.”

CHRCNOLOGY OF FIGHT ON 
ST. LOUIS TERMINAL COMBINE 


Jan. 1, 1853—The Post-Dispatch rected attention to the fact that Mer- 
chants’ Bridge and the Merchants’ Bridge Railroad Co. had been absorbed 
by the St. Louis Terminal Association. under a perpetual lease, and that 
the traffic of the two corporations would be pooled. 

Muy 1, 1893—The Post-Dispatch,;printed a page article detailing rela- 
{ions between the Merchants’ Bridge, Wiggins Ferry and Kkads Bridge com- 
panies and called on the Illinois and Missouri authorities to investigate 
the munopoly. : 

January, i1895—Illinois Legislature ordered a complete inquiry 
fairs of the Terminial Association. 

May, 1895—Legislative Committee found that the Terminal Association 
had violated the laws of Illinois, of Missouri and of the United States. The 
attorney-generals of Illinois and the United States requested to take action, 

June, 188%—Grand jury inquiry began ai St. Louis. Several of the jurors 
voted to indict directors and officers of the Terminal, but opposition of 
others prevented%criminal prosecution. 

February, 1998—Terminal asked Municipal Assembly for additional fran- 
chises valued at $10,000,000. Post-Dispatch opposed granting of franchises 
without abolition of Bridge arbitrary.’ 

Mey, 1%38—Terminal sued for peace and agreed to treat with business 
interests, give St. Louis a through bill of lading on all shipments and 
other valuable concessions. Proposition too late, and franchise bills lost. 

October, 19983—E. C. Crow, Attorney-General of Missouri, asked the Su- 
preme Court to disrupt the Terminal conibine on the ground that it was op- 
erating in violation of the anti-trust ‘aws. 

January, 1904—The Post-Dispatch, through Attorney-General Crow and 
F. N. Judson, informed Judge Advocate-General Davis of the War Depart- 
ment of the terms under which Eads and Merchants’ Bridges passed in- 
to the joint management of the Terminal Association, contrary to the ex- 
press provision of the charter granted ito the promoters of Merchants’ 
Bridge. 

March, 1904—Supreme Court deci@es against State in proceedings to dis- 
solve Terminal combine. 

February, 1905—Secretary Taft announced that he would not take any 
action loeking to seizure of the Merchants’ Bridge, but added that this 
was a matter which might properly come within the scope of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

Feb. 28, 195—President Kingsland of Manufacturers’ Association and 
heads of other business organizationg, in response to Post-Dispatch sug- 
sestion, urged Attorney-General to proceed against Terminal Association.

Tt alleges that the St. Louts Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Railway Co. was 
organized in August, 1887, and built standard gauge ra'‘lroad, from the TIIli- 
nois shore, over the Merchants’ Bridge, to Union Station. 

That the Madison, Illinois and St. Louis Railroad Co. built and operated a 
ra'lroad from the east end of the Merchants’ Bridge to Granite City, the 
company being controlled by the St. Lous Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Rail- 
way Co. , 

That the St. Louis Terminal Railway Co. bu‘Ilt about twenty miles of road 
in St. Louis and leased it to the §t. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Rail- 
way Co., which controlled the St. Louis Terminal Ra/lway Co., Aug. 17, 1893. 

That the East St. Louis Terminal Railway Co. was organized in 18987 and 
built and operated a railroad from the eastern end of Merchants’ Bridge for 
connection with other lines of railroad in Illinols, the company Aug. 17. 1893, 
being controlled by the St. Loufs Merch ants’ Bridge Terminal Railway Co. 

MERCHANTS’ ILLINOIS LINES. 

That the St. Louls Transfer Railwway Co. built and operated a railway 
from Grand avenue to Arsenal street, being controlled Aug. 17, 1893, .by the 
Wiggins Ferry Co. C 

That the Ilinois Transfer Railway Co. was organized to make connection 
with the Merchants’ Bridge and the tracks of the Merchants’ Bridge Terminal 
Railway Co. in Illinois. 

That the Granite City and Madison Belt Railway Co. was organized to 

make connection with the Merchants’ Bridge and the various lines of railway 
entering Granite City, Madison and Est St. Louis, both railways being con- 
trolled by the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Railway Co. Aug. 17, 
1893. 
That the St. Louls Belt & Terminal Railway Co. lines in St. 
1893. were controlled by the Merch?"ts’ Bridge Terminal Co. 
That the stock of the Merchants’ Bridge was, Aug. 17, 1893, owned-by the 
Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal allway Co. 
That in 1889 the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Co. made a lease of its bridge 
for 40 years to the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Railway Co., but 
afterwards this lease was canceled and a similar lease for 40 vears made to 
‘he Madison, Illinois & St. Louis Railroad Co., controlled by the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Railway Co.

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WIGGINS FERRY HOLDINGS. 

The petition says that the Wiggins Ferry Co., Aug. 17, 1898, owned and 
operated ferry and transfer boats on t he Mississippi River, between St. Louis 
and East St. Louis, and also operated the East St. Louis Connecting Railroad, 
connecting with various railroad lines entering East St. Louis, East Caronde- 
let, Madison and Venice, with its ferry privileges and a railroad in St. Louis, 
by means of the two railroads and its ferryboats, 1200 cars daily being trans- 
ferred across the river. 

That the’ Wiggins Ferry Co. is therefore a common carrier engaged in in- 
terstate commerce. 

That in 1881 the Missouri Pacific and theaWabash, St. Louis & Pacific 
(now the Wabash) and others enter@d into a combination to consolidate, under 
the control of the Missouri Pacific and the Wabash, the properties of the 
St. Louis Bridge Co., the Union Railway & Transit Co., the Tunnel Railroad 
Co. of St. Louis, the Terminal Railroad of East St. Louis, comprising and 
including the Eads Bridge and all of the railroads used in connection there- 
with, with the intention thereby to place restraint upon all competitive inter- 
state or foreign trade at St. Louis and East St. Louis, and intending to mo- 
nopolize the interstate commerce and trade, and to suppress competition be- 
tween the railway systems; and to that end the Missouri Pacific and the 
Wabash, by agreement with the St. Louis Bridge Co. and the Tunnel Rail- 
rcad Co., leased all of the property of the bridge and tunnel companies. 

That in pursuance of the lease the Missouri Pacific and the Wabash opet- 
ates Eads Bridge, Tunnel Railroad Co. and the Terminal Railroad Co. of East 
St. Louis and the Union Railway & Transit Co. 

That thus the Missouri Pacific Railway and the Wabash were enabled to ar- 
bitrarily fix and maintain whatsoever price they wished for transportation of 
passengers and freight between Illinols and Missouri, over the Eads Bridge; 
that there were exacted extortionate bridge tolls and charges and the public 


was subjected to ruinous and unnecessary delays in carrying on said inter- 
state trade and commerce. 

That in order to secure competition and obtain relief and to rid themselves 
of the pernicious effects of monopoly, certain citizens of St. Louis’ Feb. 3, 
1887, secured from Congress authority to erect- a competing railway bridge 
across the Mississippi River at St. Louis; that in order to keep the bridge an 
independent and competitive instrument of interstate commerce, Congress in- 
serted in the bridge charter a section by the terms of which no person who 
was @ stockholder, director or manager in any other bridge over the Micsis«ippi 
River, could be a stockholder, or manager or director of the Merchants’ 


Bridge. 

That afterward, on Sept. 1, 1888, some persons 
names are unknown to the complainant, intending to defeat the object for 
which said bridge was built, and remove the legal obstacles to the consolida- 
tion of the bridge with the Bads Bridge, and deprive the citizens of Missouri 
and Illinois, and the several other States of the U'nited States. of the benefits 
of competition In interstate trade or commerce, and with the purpose of plac- 
ing the control of the Merchants’ Bridge and the railroads in Illinois and Mis- 
sourl, used in connection therewith, under the control of the same versons 
and corporations as the Eads Bridge and the raflroad corporations used in 
connection therewith, so. as to maintain a mononoly and destroy competition 
in the business of transporting passengers and freight, did amend the charter 
by striking out the word “stockholder.” 


HOW MONOPOLY WAS COMPLETED.

In a page editorial today the New 
York World. voices the public demand 
for a complete investigation by Investi- 
gator Hughes of the campaign contripu- 
tion feature of the life insurance scand- 
al. The editorial in part is as follows:

All it can 
legally earn for Mr. Ryan _ 1s $3514 a 
year. The interest on $2,500,000 at 4 pel 
cent is $100,000. Mr. Ryan 1s sacrificing 
$96,486 annually for the privilege of con- 
trolling the $413,000,000 assets of the 
Equitable Society. Why is he doing it’ 
lor the good of the policy-holders? it 
:‘@ Mr. Ryan should have a chance to 
explain his philanthropy. 

Mr. Ryan should explain what protec- 
tion to the policy-holders lies in his 
ownership.

In the opinion the legislation that 
would remove some of the dangers of 
the game “would prohibit ‘hurdling,’ 
‘piling up’ or ‘dragging the runner after 
he has been tackied,’ ‘using the elbows 
or open hand,’ and the increase of the 
penalties for infraction of the rules.” 
He does not think that the increase 
of the distance for four downs from five 
yards to ten would prove as effective as 
some students of the game argue.

Mrs. Gillan was granted a divorce, 
custody of their 3-year-old child, Inez, 
and $25 a month alimony by Judge Tay- 
lor Tuesday. The husband did not ap- 
pear and the case went by default. 

The wife testified that her husband 
failed to support her, spent his money 
gambling and that his mother was the 

ause of much of their marital dig- 
cord. 

Mr. Gillan’s mother, the young wife 
testified, was ever complaining and had 
a “biting tongue’’ that could not be 
borne by her. 

She averred that” while 
husband were living at 
home, 2922 Thomas street, the mother- 
in-law was always complaining of the 
extravagance of the son’s wife, even 
accusing her of being extravagant with 
the matches. 

Mrs. Gilhan testified that her husband 
pawned her best dress, given to her by 
her father, and on one occasion struck 
her with the gate post, swinging the 
gate back purposely so as to strike her.

Drug Puts Life and Ginger

covery that strychnine is being used to 
stimuiate members of the Spokane High 
Schooi football team has aroused the 
parents and school authorities. They 
protest against the practice because it 
may make the children “fiends” if it 
has no more immediate effect. 

Coach Smith admits that strychnine 
has become part of a team’s equipment, 
and says it is administered hypodermic- 
ally by Dr. Tooker, the regular physi- 
cian of the team. Smith justifies the 
use of the drug by saying that it puts 
life and ginger into the men when €x- 
hausted.

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ONE-TENTH CAN’T WRITE. 


Census Bulletin Shows That 
Men Excel Women. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 29.—According 
to a bulletin issued today by the Cen- 
sus Bureau, about 106 persons out ot 
1000 in the United States, over 10 years 
old, are unable to write, which is equiv- 
alent to about one in 10. Out of the 
white population only 46 out of 1000 or 
fewer than one in 20: or the foreign- 
born whites, 128 out of every 1000, and 
of the negroes 445 out of every 1000 are 
illiterate. 

The female sex is shown to more 
illiterate than the male, the illiteracy 
for females being 112 per 1000 and for 
males 101. But the contrast fs _ less 
marked than it was in 1890 when the il- 
literacy for the two sexes was 144 and 
1238, respectively.
